Congress 
cannot jjrant roprcNcnfation to the Piitrict o( Columbia 
in Congress, because UepresentatiTss are apportioned to 
states; t9ena«on areetoeted by Lefislatwree of etatee, and 
Electors are based on the number of Repre^entati'-es nnd 
Senators, and chosen as the Lefialatores of the states 
may direct. Congress, then, under the Conatltation, can 
go no further than to admit dclegati?s from the District, 
which is not what is desired at all. An amendment to 
the Constitution, therelbre, ii necessary to obtain for the 
District what it ought to have, unaccompanied by things 
extremely undesirable. Senator Oallinger's proposition 
weald seem to meet the District's requirements, and if 
Congress can be induced to adopt it without further tink- 
ering with the suffrage question here; and if it will still 
maintain the'half-antl-half principle of taxation; and if 
the ettates will ratKy the nieatura by adopting an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, then the people of the District 
will have gained something to the purpose in the way o( 
Natiuiial rrpresoiitation.
